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4BOUT TREVOR NOAH BEFORE HIS ‘DAILY SHOW’ HOSTING DEBUT

W hether you religiously watched “The Daily Show,” saw a 
few clips here and there when they popped up on You- 
Tube over the years or somehow have never seen it at 
all (!), you still know who Jon Stewart is. The legendary talk show host 
and satire whiz sat behind his Comedy Central desk for i6 years. And 
he was damn good at his job. (If you don’t feel like listening to my take, 
by the way, the i8 Emmys speak for themselves. Boom.) 

But on Monday evening, a baby-faced, 31-year-old comic named Trevor Noah 
will get cozy in that same chair— weU, uh, I actually can’t confirm that Stewart left 
his chair, but you get the point— as he hosts his first episode of “The Daily Show” 
with guests Kevin Hart and Ryan Adams. 

So who is this guy? Where does he come from? Allow me ... 


I At 31, he’s five years younger 
than Jon Stewart was when he 
took over “The Daily Show” in 
January 1999. 


2 He’s from South Africa and was 
living in Cape Town up until his 
new gig in New York City. He’s the 
son of a black South African woman 
and a white Swiss man, who had to 
secretly live as neighbors in separate 
apartments in apartheid-era South 


Africa because the National Party 
government did not allow interracial 
relationships. Since early in his life, 
Noah has experienced and witnessed 
racism and oppression first-hand. 


3 When he was 18, Noah starred 
in “,” a South African soap 
opera, before hosting his own radio 
show titled “Noah’s Ark” on the most 
popular youth station in the South 
African province of Gauteng. 


4 Noah said his “big break” in 
the stand-up comedy world 
happened in 2007 when he toured as 
Gabriel Iglesias’ opening act. 


5 The documentary “You Laugh 
But It’s True” was released 
in 2011, profiling Noah’s difficult 
upbringing in South Africa and his 
introduction to the comedy realm. 
It is currently streaming on Netflix. 


6 Noah is the first South 

African stand-up comedian 
to ever appear on “The Tonight 
Show” (Jan. 6, 2012) and the 
“Late Show with David Letterman” 
(May 17, 2013). 


7 Noah speaks six different 
languages: English, German, 
Xhosa, Zulu, Sotho and Afrikaans. 


8 When Comedy Central an- 
nounced that Noah would be 
the next host of “The Daily Show,” 
the comic’s tweets were analyzed 
and criticized for crude content. 
The network defended him, saying 


in a statement, “Like many comedi- 
ans, Trevor Noah pushes boundaries; 
he is provocative and spares no one, 
himself included.” 


9 Before Noah’s last trip to Chi- 
cago, when asked about Chica- 
go-style hot dogs, he told RedEye, 

“I always thought I needed to go to 
Chicago because of the special hot 
dogs. It’s genuinely just a hot dog. 
Like we don’t get it in South Africa? 
If that’s what you think special food 
is? The best hot dog? I’d hate to see 
what your {bleep} hot dogs are.” 


"M When asked about the 
A AF weirdest things he’s noticed 
while living in America, Noah told 
RedEye, “Your portion sizes! Every 
time I come back I am shocked how 
much you can buy in one go. It’s the 
most ridiculous thing I’ve ever seen 
in my life. They’re apocalypse sizes. 

I bring different friends {here} just 
so I can see their shocked faces for 
the first time.”

Will “correspondents” and “contributors” 
still be a huge part of “The Daily Show”? 

I can’t see how that would ever change. “The 
Daily Show” has made a living bringing in satiri- 
cally brilliant comics to play “correspondents” 
and “contributors” on the show. When you’ve 
pumped out talent like Stephen Colbert, Ed 
Helms, John Oliver and Rob Riggle-to name 
a handful-it would only make sense to keep it 
going. After all, Noah was one himself. 

What about the show’s iconic sarcastic 
stance and overall vibe that Jon Stewart 
perfected? Will Noah change how the show 
approaches worldwide issues? 

“The Daily Show” must become what Noah is 
most comfortable delivering night after night. 
Trying to keep the exact same formula that 
Stewart concocted would be stupid. Noah told 
The New York Times last week, “The show will 
be a representation of my interests, and the 
interests in the room. We all live in America. But 
as America is increasingly learning, if a butterfly 
flaps its wings on the Chinese stock exchange, 
there’s a good chance it affects America.” 

It’s imperative that he starts strong. So how 
does he plan to do that without much “house- 
hold name” buzz around him as a comic? 

Noah told Rolling Stone last week that his first 
week of shows will be a four-part miniseries. 
(Remember, “The Daily Show” airs at 10 p.m. 
Monday through Thursday every week.) So ex- 
pect him to try and win you over by not having 


a filter of any kind and stringing together an in- 
timate storyline so you learn more about him in 
just four 22-minute episodes. The joy of having 
a show on Comedy Central? They really let you 
go for it all. And believe me: Noah will. 

Jon Stewart was a phenomenal interviewer. 
What kind of interviewer is Trevor Noah? 
Does he have any background in reporting? 

Look, Stewart winged it. Comedians wing it 
ALL. THE. TIME. That’s what this business is. 

You use your instincts and curiosity about the 
world to turn yourself into a good interviewer. 
Noah only will continue to get better and find 
his rhythm. What I hope to see are natural, ban- 
ter-filled conversations with guests, rather than 
it feeling like an “interview.” Noah will use his 
charm and quick-wit to make himself stand out. 

Stewart always signed off by saying, “And 
now your moment of Zen” before showing 
a hilarious clip making some politician or 
newscaster look stupid. What will be Noah’s? 

If I’m a betting man. I’d say he’ll scrap that idea 
all together. Like I said, this is Noah’s show 
now. He has been very vocal about how much 
he adores what Stewart built, but bits have to 
come naturally. Noah told me on the phone in 
January, “I don’t think it gets better than that” 
in reference to working with Stewart as a con- 
tributor on his show. “If that’s the first and last 
thing I ever do, that’s a great thing for me. ... He 
is so good and loves what he is doing. That’s 
how I feel about comedy. If I can be close to 
that? It’s fantastic.” Just two months later, he 
was asked to host the show. How’s that for Zen?
